Changing Conditions 
Are Characteristic 


One of the characleristits that makes the provi- 
Hion of natural gas interesting as well aa hazardous 
IS the liability of wells to quit just when they are 
needed. 
The history of every’ natural gas field is 
alike in this respect. Here and there is a 
well that might almost be called “Old Re­ 
liable/' 
It supplies gas in marketable 
quantity over a period of five to ten years. 
But all around it may be wells that last six 
months, a year, or even two years, and 
then dwindle to too small production to be 
of use. 
Sometimes a whole section, or 
pool, as it is generally called, w’ill drop off 
almost over night to nothing. 


This characteristic of natural gas is re­ 
sponsible for a great amount of pipe laying 
and a large investment of both thought 
and money. 
Since little reliance can be 
placed on any one field, the producing com­ 
pany must at all times be connected to a 
much greater supply than it is likely to 
need—a matter that increases the cost of 
production appreciably. 


When the pool fails, the pipelines to it are worth­ 
less except as junk. Often they represent an initial 
cost of more than the wells, and have to be taken up 
and relaid elsewhere. 
Thus many changes are 
necessary each year in the producing plant, and few 
of the changes increase the capacity. In fact, most 
of this work is simply a constant struggle to keep 
up the supply.
